I beg  to  subnlt  to  you  my  Annual "Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  Urban  District 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1941*  'The  report  is 
prepared; on  the  lines  adopted  for  the  tup  previous 
years*  ' ' 

, • ■ The  death  rate  for  the  year  is  about  normal  for  the 
District  r,,  but  the  birth  rate  has  sheinva  marked  increase 
and  is  above  that.,  of  . the  country  as  a whole.  The 
birth  rate  is  calculated  from  the  figure  obtained  after 
transferring,  births  to  the  area  of'  usual  residence  of 
the  mother.  Actually  80  births  have  been  recorded  in 
the  Urban  District,  the  high  figure  being  due  to  the 
• number  of  service-men.^  families  in  temporary  residence. 

The  incidence  of  •notifiable  infectious  disease 
shews  little  variation  from  that  of  the  average  year. 

The  population  lias  been  subject  to  constant  fluctation 
especially  owing  to  movements  of  service  men  and  their 
families  and  an  increase  of  infectious  disease  cases  might 
reasonably  have  been  expected.  In  December,  194^>  the 
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Minister  of  Health,  under’  Section  177  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  193 6*  approved  of  the  provision  of  facilities 
for  the  immunisation  against  diphtheria  of  children  from 
1 to  15  years  of  age.  In  February,  194-3.,  immunisation 
was  commenced  and  as  a result  of  publicity  in  the  Press, 
by  the  B.B.C.,  and  the  Local  Authority  a most  satisfactory 
response  has  been  obtained.  A total  of  4-3-4  children  have 
been  immunised  during  the  year,  107  of  them;  being  in  the 
age  group  l .--  4 years.  : - 

Rainfall.  , ■ 

The  year  has  been  drier  than  the  average,  the  rainfall 
being  20,50  inches.  Only  2,3°  inches  fell  in  the  2nd 
quarter;  August  had  the  highest  rainfall  - 3*26  inches  and 
June  the  lowest  - 0,46  inches.

No  changes  in  the  Health  Services ‘have  "been  made

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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area-. 


Water. 

The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality 
and  quantity.  The  consumption  has  again  shewn  a 
considerable  increase  and  for  the  same  cause  — the 
occupation  of  many  premises  by  the  armed  forces,  ’fate 
meters  have  been,  installed  in  all  premises  in  military 
occupation.  The  figures  for  1941  are  given  below:- 

Quantity  registered  by  meter  during  the  year  - 
69,091,000  gallons. 

Minimum  weekly  consumption  - 1,198,000  gallons. 

Average  daily  consumption  ~ 189,290  gallons. 

Two  new  services  have  been  connected  during  the  year. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  drainage  system  has  functioned  efficiently 
and  no  instance  of  flooding  has  occurred  this  year* 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  has  been 
maintained,  all  house  refuse  being  disposed  of  by 
incineration*  Arrangements 'for . the.  collection  of  all 
waste  material  of  use  in  the  war  eff ort '-‘have  operated 
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efficiently.  A special  paper  salvage  drive  was  he'Jd 
in  September. 

Nuisances. 

It  was  necessary  to  serve  six  Sanitary  Notices 
during  the  year,  one  of  which  entailed  legal  pro- 
ceedings before  abatement. 

Camming  Sites. 

Three  of  the  five  licensed  camping  sites  are 
still  in  the  occupation  of  the  Military  Authority. 
Only  a small  number  of  persons  occupy  dwellings  on 
the  remaining  sites, ‘ which  have  been  regularly 
inspected  and  found. to  be  well  conducted. 

Housing. 

. , . Buildihg  activity  has  ceased.  Enemy  action 
causing  damage  to  property  has  necessitated  a 
considerable  amount  of  repair  work  during  the  year. 

Notices  to  remedy  housing  defects  were  complied 
with  without  recourse  to  legal  proceedings. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

_ , Shore • are-five "licensed  slaughter  houses.  No 
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slaughtering  of  beasts  lias  taken  place,  all  the 
meat  for  the  district  being  obtained  from  the 
municipal  abattoirs  in  Hull#
